It Is not wise t< 
keep them longer than ten montha 

Aa capons fatten easier than other 
fowls, there Is not much dinVultt In 
providing suitable rations The blrda 
are not to have too much range after 
being canonized, but In pleasant 
weather they will do well ir they hare 
the run of an acre or two. Ou such 
places they find a variety of eeeda and 
Inaects which they relish. This Is only 
for pleasant weather, however. It la 
ueeleas to try to make chickens thrive 
in wet or stormy weather unless they 
are confined In dry quarter*. Capons 
should be allowed all the corn that 
tbey will clean up In the morning and 
•t noon. Then In the evening they 
should have a moist mash made op of 
equal ports of connneai. ground oats 
and wheat mlddllngi. if tbey are 
not allowed Held range tbejr need 
about a 10 per cent addition of meat 
•craps In this mash. If aklmmllk Is 
•reliable It U excellent ror moisten 
the mast,, or U can be fed to them 
aour. When It comee to 
close conflm-nient In preparation ror 
the market a masb or tbla kind ahould 
be given twice a day. with at least one 
feed or whole corn. 

This class or |Hjultry, or In fact ant 
other kind, ahould be supplied with 
Just such rood as It will clean up 
quickly. The reedlug troughs or paus 
ought to be cleaned every day. It la 
also part or tba owner'a duty to see 
that the smaller blrda get their share 
or the rood. In any flock there are 
fowls thnt bully the others, and to get 
uniformity It i- sometimes necessary 
to have two or more |iens for feeding 
Not only la It necessary to feed regu 
iarly and abundantly, but the birds 
need to be quiet and comfortable Ex- 
citement la bad for chickens In any 
stage or the isiultry business. In the 
feeding of capons or other fowls clean 
water and grit should always be avail 
able. 

Wblle the owner of nearly every 
poultry plant can make It pay to ban 
die a few capons for u sele. t trade 
I do not urge (he adopiioii of this 
branch of business to the exclusion 
of the priMu'tloii of broilers I am
